Washington, Dec. 6.—Semi-official in­ 
formation is afloat confirming previous 
statements that Secretary Carlisle, in 
his forthcoming report, will hold to the 
proposition that the government is not 
in need of new revenue or tariff legis­ 
lation, resources present and prospec­ 
tive being sufficient, in his opinion, to 
meet requirements. He will point to 
the fact that the treasury contains $90,- 
000,009 in excess of the gold reserve, 
•which sum is available for current ex­ 
penses. 
during the first five months of the cur­ 
rent year aggregated only $17,000,000 
and that there is no likelihood that it 
will exceed $25,000,000 or $30,000,000 by 
the end of next June, completing the 
twelve month period. Assuming that 
estimate to be correct, and the inside 
figure is thought to be amply liberal, 
the record for three years would be as 
follows: Fiscal year 1892-93, deficit, 
$70,000,000; fiscal year 1893-94, deficit, 
$42,000,000; fiscal year 1894-95, deficit, 
$25,000,000. On that showing the secre­ 
tary will predicate the argument that 
the year 1895-96 should show income to 
exceed expenditures or so nearly equal 
that the balance will be insignificant. 
It is probable the report will not be 
sent to congress before Tuesday of next 
week. Various matters delayed 
its 
preparation so that the secretary did 
not begin writing it till the latter part 
of last week.

Washington, Dec. 6.—It is rumored 
that the Democratic leaders are pre­ 
pared to accept the situation and do 
nothing to impede the transfer of the 
control of committees in the senate to 
Republican hands.

No operator, superintendent or clerk 
will be allowed to be interested in 
stores. The miners are to be paid semi­ 
weekly in cash. Their coal is to be given 
full weight, and all tipples shall have 
check weighmen and uniform screens. 
If the New York and Cleveland Gas 
Coal company does not pay the district 
price the miners agree to work for the 
same rates as paid by this company, no 
matter how low they may bo. This was 
done to protect the union operators 
from “cut-throat” competitors, and is 
fighting fire with fire. • The effect out­ 
side will be to advance mining rates ii\ 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 


Free Silver Bills Introduced by Senators 
Mills and Chandler. 
Washington, Dec. 6.—Senator Mills 
introduced in the Senate yesterday 
a bill for the coinage of silver in the 
treasury, and Senator Chandler one 
for the coinage of silver at the ratio of 
15% to I, the bill to become operative 
when England, Germany and France 
pass similar laws. 
Petitions from Florida for the recog­ 
nition of Cuba and from the legislature 
of Montana against further issuance of 
bonds were presented. 
Senator Galiinger introduced a reso­ 
lution declaring it to be the sense of the 
senate that it was unwise and inex­ 
pedient to retire the greenbacks. 
Senator Call then addressed the sen­ 
ate in advocacy of his resolution for the 
recognition of the beligerency of Cuban 
insurgents and for strict neutrality by 
the United States in the war. 
Then at 1:20 the Senate went into ex­ 
ecutive session, and at 1:35 p. rn. ad­ 
journed until Monday. 
Ex-Senator 
Ransom as Minister to Mexico was con­ 
firmed. A number of bills were intro­ 
duced. Among them were: 
By Senator Mills—Directing the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury to have all the 
silver in the treasury coined into sub­ 
sidiary coin, and providing that when 
the revenues of the government shall be 
insufficient to meet the current ex­ 
penses of the government, the Secre­ 
tary shall issue non-interest bearing 
legal tender notes in amounts sufficient 
to cover the deficiency and pay out the 
same im the current expenditures of the 
govermxnent, and also that when the 
gold reserve in the treasury shall be in 
excess of $100,000,000 and legal tender 
notes are presented for redemption in 
coin, they shall be redeemed in either 
gold or silver coin, at the discretion of 
the Secretary. The bill also provides 
that when the reserve shall fall below 
$100,000,000 the Secretary shall redeem 
the notes in silver. It closes with a 
declaration for the maintenance of the 
parity of the two metals and a provis­ 
ion for the repeal of all laws authoriz­ 
ing the issuance of interest-bearing 
bonds. 
By Senator Call—To prevent the con­ 
trol of elections by corporations en­ 
gaged in inter-state commerce; also a 
bill requiring the railroad companies to 
pay employes injured in the discharge 
of duty their salaries while disabled, 
and, in case of death, to continue to pay 
the salary to their widows during their 
natural lives. 
By Senator Sherman (by request)— 
To provide for the reorganization of the 
line of the army, so as to consist of 
three regiments of field artillery, twelve 
regiments of cavalry and eighteen reg­ 
iments of infantry. 
The bill follows 
the same general lines as Representa­ 
tive Outhwaite’s bill of the last Con­ 
gress, and is devoted especially to the 
artillery service.

London, Dec. 6.—Referring to the 
sensational statement of the Cologne 
Gazette regarding the assembling bf a 
Russian squadron off Sebastopol, it la 
semi-officially stated here that for years 
past the Russian Black Sea fleet has 
been under orders to be prepared for 
active service at any moment. There­ 
fore, it is added, theie is nothing new 
in the situation. Moreover, it is pointed 
out, a full understanding has been es­ 
tablished between the powers in regard 
to the situation in Turkey and no ap­ 
prehension exists of any one power tak­ 
ing independent action. 
Constantinople, Dec. 6.—Seeing the 
meshes of the European net drawing 
closer and closer around him every day, 
Abdul Hamid is described as being 
frantic with impotent rage and likely 
to wreak vengeance upon any or all 
of his ministers if he can only muster 
up courage enough to do so. 
United States Minister Alexander W. 
Terrell has received a note from the 
Porte to the effect that new. and more 
rigorous orders have been sent to the 
Turkish officials in the disturbed dis­ 
tricts to take every precaution neces­ 
sary to protect all foreigners and their 
property and assuring him of the safe­ 
ty of American missionaries at Cae- 
sara, where a “disturbance” was re­ 
cently reported. 
A dispatch received here from Ma- 
rash says that the American mission­ 
aries there—Rev. and Mrs. Lucius O. 
Lee, Miss Harriet A. Lovell, Mrs. Etta 
D. Marden, and Miss Meda Hess—are 
safe and confirms the story that the 
mission buildings were attacked by the 
Turkish troops. 


Answer of the British Premier Expected 
Today. 
Washington, Dec. 6.—Lord Salis­ 
bury’s reply to Secretary Olney’s note 
concerning the Venezuelan dispute is 
expected at the British embassy here to­ 
day. 
The messenger of the embassy 
went to New York yesterday to receive 
it from the steward of the steamer Brit­ 
annic. There is no official information 
here as to the contents of the reply. 
In diplomatic circles no doubt is en­ 
tertained that the British answer fol­ 
lows the lines laid down in the first 
statement, made in 1844, as to the Brit­ 
ish policy. In substance, this is that 
arbitration will be cheerfully accepted 
for the territory outside of the Schom- 
burg line, but within that line no arbi­ 
tration will be acceptable, as it is con­ 
sidered British soil. 
It seems to be the impression that as 
soon as this message is received Mr. 
Cleveland will send all the papers in 
the question to Congress. 
But if the 
reply is as indicated it is probable Mr. 
Cleveland will hold it for additional 
correspondence and a new message to 
Congress. The impression obtains that 
Lord Salisbury’s note does not flatly re­ 
fuse to arbitrate, but that it puts for­ 
ward a series of alleged facts and then 
asks this government if upon that prop-1 
osition it can see anything to arbitrate. 
There are those who believe Great Brit­ 
ain can very well claim that the Mon­ 
roe doctrine and the paragraph concern­ 
ing it contained in the president’s mes­ 
sage do not apply in the present ques­ 
tion. This view of the case is taken by 
a number of Congressmen. Still there 
Is a strong feeling that the Monroe doc­ 
trine should be upheld.

Chief Justice Faller Will Not Resign. 
Washington, Dec. 6.—A report was 
published yesterday that Chief Justice 
Fuller of the Supreme Court of the 
United States would resign and take 
the position of general counsel of the 
proposed new railroad combination 
composed of all the lines operating 
between New York and Chicago and 
St. Louis at a salary of $50,000 a year. 
An inquiry at the residence of the Chief 
Justice as to the authenticity of the re­ 
port met the response that the story 
was absolutely untrue and without any 
foundation whatever. 


Texas Wants Wool Da ties. 
Washington, Dec. 6.—The National 
Association of Wool Growers met be­ 
hind closed doors yesterday in order to 
adjust privately some differences with­ 
in the association over the memorial to 
Congress which it was decided to draft. 
The delegates from Texas and New 
Mexico protested to the association that 
the McKinley tariff schedules worked 
disadvantage to their grade of wool, 
and urged higher duties on such 
wools than the McKinley rates. 


Three Days* Reunion of Cattle Men Com­ 
mences at Chicago. 
Chicago, Dec. 6.—The executive com­ 
mittee of the National Live Stock Ex­ 
change, which will be in convention in 
Chicago for the next three days, met 
in the committee-room of the secre­ 
tary’s office at the Stockyards Ex­ 
change yesterday. 
The matter of repealing the tax on 
oleomargarine, the favoring 
of 
the 
ownership of the Nicaragua canal by 
the United States, the question of for­ 
eign embargoes and the faot that con­ 
gress has been asked to take some ac­ 
tion to lessen the embargoes against 
American meats, and the question of 
inspection at all markets were brought 
up and referred to the national con­ 
vention for final action. The commit­ 
tee recommended that a memorial be 
prepared requesting the government 
to adopt all gold at face value and pay 
charges thereon, but it was finally de­ 
cided after some discussion that the 
discussion had no right in the conven­ 
tion and it was eliminated from the 
matters that the convention will dis­ 
cuss. 
The report of Treasurer Doud 
was read. It showed a balance on hand 
of $1,140.50, and it was ordered filed. 
The committee then adjourned until 
IO o’clock today. 


American Federation of Labor to 
at New York Monday. 
Springfield, 111., Dec. 6.—The Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor will hold its 
annual convention in New York, com­ 
mencing next Monday, the membership 
being from South America, Canada, 
Mexico and the United States. There 
will probably be 400 delegates in the 
convention. The Illinois State Federa­ 
tion will ba represented by Mr. Joseph 
Ferris, of this city, who left for Chicago 
last night. The Illinois Federation has 
a membership of about 140,000. Among 
the more important questions that will 
come up before the convention will be 
measures calculated to open more op­ 
portunities for labor, rather than to 
regulate the supply. The Illinois Fed­ 
eration, in its last annual session at 
Peoria, instructed Representative Fer­ 
ris to use his influence and power to 
have the national body take cognizance 
of the matter. 
The State Federation 
argues that while there are three men 
for two positions, the condition of the 
masses can only be improved when 
there are two men for three positions 
Experience demonstrates that the 
army of unemployed stands in the way 
if the successful working of this mat­ 
ter, who, from force of necessity, take 
the place of strikers. The policy of the 
Illinois Federation that will be urged 
by Representative Ferris will be the 
adoption of a plank in the national plat­ 
form, making it optional with each 
county to fix and determine by major 
ity vote the class or classes of property 
upon which taxes for public revenue 
shall be levied. 


FItiiimmoM and Maher Matched. 
New York, Dec. 6.—John J. Quinn, 
manager of Peter 
Maher, met 
Dan 
Stuart yesterday and agreed to a fight 
between Maher and 
Fitzsimmons. 
Quinn heard Stuart’s proposition, which 
was for a fight with Fitzsimmons for 
$10,000 and the championship belt, to be 
held near El Paso, Texas. Quinn as­ 
sented to it and called for articles of 
agreement. 
The articles 
were 
not 
signed, because it would be an infrac­ 
tion of the law. Quinn will go out of 
the state to sign them, and Stuart will 
take them to Texas for Fitzsimmons' 
signature. It is proposed to pull the 
fight off in Mexico, just across the Rio 
Grande from El Paso, Texas. 
It is

President Cleveland to Settle Differences 
Between Italy and Brazil. 
Rio Janeiro, Dec. 6.—The Italian min­ 
ister to Brazil and the minister of for­ 
eign affairs of the republic have signed 
a draft of a treaty, submitting the 
claims of Italy against Brazil to arbi­ 
tration by the president of the United 
States. 
The treaty will probably be 
sanctioned by the governments of both 
countries. The Italian claims against 
Brazil arise from 
alleged 
outrages 
upon Italian subjects during the late 
revolution. 
The government has de­ 
cided adversely in regard to the views 
presented by France as the basis of ar­ 
bitration to the dispute over the terri­ 
tory of Amana. 


Three I]oars of 
Desperate 
Fighting— 
Many Officers Killed. 
Key West, Fla., Dec. 4.—According 
to advices which reach here from Ha­ 
vana, the Cubans have once more won 
a notable victory over the Spaniards. 
The battle was fought between Cama- 
guey and Las Villas. Gens. Gomez and 
Sanchez, with 3,000 insurgents, encoun­ 
tered Gens. Suarez, Valdez and Garriet, 
commanding 2,500 Spaniards. 
Three 
hours of desperate fighting was waged, 
the Spaniards retiring with a loss of 
200 killed and 300 wounded. 
Among 
the killed were several officers. 
The 
insurgents’ loss was about half that of 
the Spaniards. 
It is asserted in Havana that the re­ 
port that Gomez and Maceo 
were 
routed 
was ordered 
cabled to the 
United States by Campos, to prevent, if 
possible, the recognition of the insur­ 
gents by congress.

Report on Sooffortl Case. 
Washington, Dec. 6.—The report of 
the treasury auditor on the shortages 
in the accounts of Mr. Spofford, the 
librarian of congress, has been com­ 
pleted and delivered to the President. 
When questioned as to whether the re­ 
port disclosed any wrongdoing on the 
part of Mr. Spofford beyond careless­ 
ness and an extremely loose system of 
keeping accounts, the treasury officials 
declined to answer, saying that the 
matter was e n tire ly in the hands of the 
President. 


Noted Jew-Baiter at New York. 
New York, Dec. 6.—There 
arrived 
from Europe yesterday on the North 
German-Lloyd steamship Spree a man 
whose animosity to the Jewish race has 
prompted him to cross the ocean to 
argue against them. He is Dr. Herman 
Ahiwardt, the notorious anti-Semitic 
leader of the German reichstag and Jew 
baiter in general. His popularity here 
may be gauged by the fact there was 
not a soul at the pier to meet him and 
little or no interest was manifested in 
his advent.

T. E. Sayre and the Merchants A 
Mechanics Savings 
bank, the jury

ings in the 
course of which Sayre 
gave Turner a mortgage on 303 cases 
of leaf tobacco and some real estate, 
etc to secure a loan of $7,500. 
Prev­ 
ious to this deal, however, Sayre had 
also borrowed $3,500 at the Merchant’s 
A Mechanic’s bank. 
Mortgrge Not Recorded 
His mother signed his note a t the 
Merchants & Mechanics’ bank, and 
Mr. Sayre gave the bank a mortgage 
on the 303 cases of tobacco to secure 
her. 
When Turner filed his mort­ 
gage on the leaf, he learned th at the 
bank’s m nrtgage had not been filed 
Turner therefore claimed th a t his 
mortgage took precedence, and the 
defense combatted th a t theory. 
The 
question for the jury was, therefore 
to decide wh.ch mortgage was to be 
paid first; whether or not the fact th at 
the T am er mortgage was subsequent 
to the bank mortgage; and if so 
w hether the agreement to th at effect 
was omitted by inadvertance or mit- 
take.
